Journal of Session. 



FIRST SESSION— First Day. 

The Dakota Mission Conference met for its sixth session in Blunt at 9 a. 
M., October 8, 1885, Bishop C. D, Foss in the chair. 

The Conference was opened by the reading of the last chapter of Mark, 
singing and prayer, after which the sacrament of the Lord’s supper was ad- 
ministered by the Bishop, assisted by the Presiding Elders. 

The roll of Conference was called by D. Rifenbark, secretary of the last 
Conference, and thirty-six were found to be present. 

The following standing committees were elected upon nomination by the 
Presiding Elders; 

On Public Worship — Rev\ Messrs. McCready and Hoskyn. 

Education — Curl, Affleck, Bradford, Boggs, Adkinson, Springer, Phillips 
and McClintock. 

Prohibition — Jamieson, Hager, Traveller and Selleck. 

Observance of Sabbath — Shelland, Furnier, Wiles and Vivian. 

Church Extension — Scott, Sage, Jenkins and Kemper. 

R oman’s Foreign Missionary Society — Craven, Sproul, Miller and Oaks. 
Book Accounts — Corwin, Springer and Thompson. 

Sabbath Schools — Hunt, Doty, Oake and Neville. 

Freedmen’s Aid — Swimm, Rifenbark, Burrows and Minty. 

Auditing Presiding Elder's Accounts — Wiles, Rowe, Akens and Campbell. 
Editor of Minutes — Hartsough. 

Postoffices — Jenkins, French, Rowe and Jones. 

Tract Cause — Smith, Matson, Bliss and Clyde. 

Church Literature— i^pronl, Garlock, Rifenbark and Walker. 

Bible Cause — Miller, Clyde, Hooker and Mooers. 

Resolutions — Jamieson, Traveller, Sproul and Hager.

D. Rifenbark, the former secretary, declining a reelection, A. R. 
Boggs was elected secretary on ballot, with authority to nominate 
his assistants. 

D. Rifenbark was nominated and elected assistant secretary, A. F. 
Thompson R. R. secretary, F. H. Wheeler statistical secretary, and nominat- 
ed as assistants L. G. Furnier, J. P. Jenkins, J. G. Campbell and J. Rowe. 
J. F. Kemper was elected Conference treasurer and G. R. Oake assistant 
treasurer. 
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SIXTH ANNUAL SESSION OF DAKOTA MISSION. 



Voted to meet daily at 8:30 a. m. and to close at 12 m., the first half-hour 
to be occupied by devotional exercises. 

The bar was fixed at a line joinint; the third windows. 

Superintendent I. N. Pardee reported his work and also reported as Pre- 
siding Elder of Mitchell District and was followed by Presiding Elders 
Hartsough, Fielder and McCready, with reports of their districts. 

Bishops Foss and Andrews and the Presiding Elders were added to the 
Committee on Education. 

The book concern accounts from New York, Chicago and Cincinnatti were 
referred to the Appropriate Committee. 

The time being extended, the question of the organization of the Mission 
into an annual Conference was made the special order for tomorrow after the 
reading of the minutes. 

L. W. Miller and A. Jamieson were added to tlie committee of examina- 
tion for admission on trial. 

Ordered that Children’s Day collection and the collection for the general 
fund be reported in separate columns. 

Ordered that all reports from standing committees be furnished in du- 
plicate. 

Ordered that hereafter the classes of undergraduates shall meet for ex- 
amination at 9 A. M. the day preceding the meeting of Conference. 

J. C. Shelland was appointed reporter for the New York Advocate and 
A. W. Adkinson reporter for the Northwestern Christian Advocate. 

The matter of the church at Highmore destroyed by a cyclone was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Churches and Parsonages. 

Standing committees, excepting the Educational Committee, were di- 
rected to assemble at 2 p. M., and committees of examination to meet at 
3 P. M. 

Thereupon Conference adjourned by the singing of the Doxology, the 
benediction being pronounced bv the Bishop. 

SECOND SESSION.— Second Day. 

Conference met at 8:30 a. m. for devotional exercises, after which the 
Bishop took the chair. 

Bishop Andrews being present, was introduced. 

The minutes of the last session were read, amended and approved. 

Roll of absentees was called and seven more responded. 

C. N. Stowers of Minnesota Conference was introduced. 

C. E. Hager, J. P. Jenkins, E. Craven and W. H. Matson were appointed 
a Committee on Churches and Parsonages. • 

The special order was taken up and the following resolution was offered: 
Whereas. The last general Conference authorized the Dakota Mission Conference, by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting with the approval of the Bishop presid- 
ing, to organize into an annual Conference, and believing the time has fully come for such 
action. Therefore • 

Resolved, That we respectfully request the Bishop to grant his approval, and that we 
proceed at once to organize the Dakota Annual Conference.

The roll was called to ascertain who were present and entitled to vote. 

On motion and by a standing vote the resolution was adopted, 31 to 2.

ferences who bad been duly appointed to work in the mission.

The Committee on Memoirs made a report which was adopted, (see 
report “A.”)

The report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary society was read and 
adopted, (see report ‘‘H.”) 

The report on Sabbath Observance was read and re-committed. 

The following resoluti<*n was read and adopted. 

Resolved, That we will welcome Sister Hartsough to our churches in the interest of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missionary society* and invite her to make arrangements with the 
Pastors or local societies of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary society for said meetings.

P. E. Knox of the Wisconsin Conference w^as introduced and permitted 
to report the work which he has been supplying in Faulk county. 

The local board of Church Extension was ordered to consider the appli- 
cation for aid made by the DeVoe circuit in Faulk county. 

Ques. 20 was taken up. J. C. Shelland was called, collections reported 
and character was passed. 

To meet the expenses of the Conference a collection * was ordered to be 
taken tomorrow. 

The report of the College Commission ordered one year ago was present- 
ed and referred to the Educational Committee. 

Conference adjourned, the Bishop pronouncing the Benediction. 

FOURTH SESSION.— Fourth Day. 

After the prayer meeting the Bishop called the Conference to order. 

The minutes were read and approved. 

C. B. Clark, an Elder in the Iowa Conference and Thomas Simmons of 
the upper Iowa Conference, were announced by the Bishop as members of 
this Conference. 

W. H.Hoadly, an Elder of the Rock River Conference, w’^as transferred 
by request of this Conference and made effective. 

Ques. 5. was called: Who are admitted into full connection? 

Wm. H. Selleck was called forward and addressed by the Bishop. He 
answ'ered the usual disciplinary questions, reported his collections, being 
represented by the Committee of Examination and his Presiding Elder, was 
admitted into full connection and also given credit for the third year’s 
studies. 

Hosea Locke, recommended by the Quarterly Conference of Flandrau, 
and Presiding Elder, was admitted on trial. 

His orders as an elder in the M. E. church of Canada were recognized 
and he was excused from the course of study. 

Timothy Donahue w^as excused from the first two years of study, he hav- 
ing passed over their equivalent and been ordained a deacon of the Metho- 
dist Church of Canada. 

The benevolent collections and statistics from the Plankinton charge hav- 
ing come too late for insertion in the tables, the secretary was authorized to 
add a foot note stating the total amounts collected and that the same will be 
entered in the tables of next year. 
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The Committee on Churches and Parsonages made their report, which 
was adopted after the Pastor bad represented tiie situation at Hi>ilimore. (see 
report “I.’* 

Tlie Committee on Prohibition made a reix>rt, which was adopted, (see 
report “K.”) 

A report of the regents of Central Dakota university was presented and 
referred to the Committee on Education. 

A subscription and collection were taken in open Conference for the 
Highmore church. The sum of two hundred and fifty dollars was secured, 
of which seventy-eight dollars were paid down. 

The following resolution w^as read and adopted, to wit: 

Resolved, That the Presiding Elders and Pastors see that as soon as possible onr 
churches and parsonages be insured with the stoim and cj’clone clause added. 

On motion, the Bishop was requested to extend our thanks to the Henne- 
pin Avenue church of Minneapolis, Minnesota, for aid given to the Pastor at 
Highmore. 

The report on resolutions was made and adopted by a rising vote, (see 
report “B.”) 

The following resolution was presented and adopted, to wit: 

Resolved, That as a Conference, we earnestly request all our Pastors to organize 
Methodist Sabbath schools in our own churches and discourage union schools in them.

The report on Sabbath observance was read and adopted. (see report 
“L.”) 

On motion the president and secretary of the Conference were directeil 
to sign, on behalf of the Conference, the petition made to the Congress of 
the United States, relating to the observance of the Sabbath. 

J. H. Mooers, at his own request, was granted a supernumerary relation 
without work. 

The report on church extension was read and adopted, (see report 
“M.”) 

The statistical secretary made an aggregate report by districts, which 
was adopted. 

It was ordered that the Cf. Cl. funds now in the hands of the 
treasurer, be invested by him and held subject to the order of Conference 
next year. 

The Educational Committee read report No. 1, which w'as unanimously 
adopted. An additional article was inserted granting power to the corpora- 
tion to receive gifts, bequests and legacies. (See 1st. report.) 

Dr. Win. Brush addressed the Conference by permission. 

A resolution was adopted allowing the corporation power to amend the 
articles in minor particulars, so as to comply with the code if need be. 

Dr. Tooke addressed the Conference by permission. 

The time was extended. 

The following resolution was read and adopted, to wit: 

Resolved, That B.ishops Foss and Andrews and the persons selected as members by the 
Conference, be requested to proceed at once to Mitch* 11 to communicate and explain to the 
friends of Dakota University there, the action taken by the Conference concerning the uni- 
versity. 

Reports No. 2 and 3 of the Committee on Education w'ere read an<1 
adopted. 

The Benediction being pronounced by the Bishop, Conference adjourned 
to meet at 4 o’clock this p. m. 
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FIFl’H SESSION.— Fourth Day. 

At 4 o’clock p. M., A. Jamieson, chairman by appointment of tlie Bishop, 
called the Conference to order. 

There beinjjf no business to transact, the Conference was adjourne<l to 
assemble at 7:30 this evening. 

SIXTH SESSION.— Fourth Day. 

At 7:30 p, M. Bishop Foss called the Conference, H. T. Curl leading the 
devotional exercises. 

Minnies of the morning and afternoon sessions were read and 
adopted. 

The statistical report from Buffalo county coming too late for insertion in 
the tables, was placed on tile. 

Report No. 4 of the Educational Committee was read and unanimously 
• adopted. ‘ 

Report No. 1 was reconsidered for the purpose of inserting certain words, 
which upon vote were ordered inserted. 

F. A. Burdick, by request of Conference, was left without appointment, ‘ 
in order to attend one of our schools: 

Moneys for general educational purposes were ordered paid to the treas- 
urer of the Conference Board of Education, to be expended at their dis- 
cretion. 

A constitution for the Conference Board of Education was adopted, (see 
educational report.) 

Officers of said board were nominated and elected. 

The Conference treasurer was instructed to pay a draft of |o00 in favor 
of L. Hartsougli, late treasurer for the Mission, on account of the missionary 
draft sent from New- York, being less than the appropriation made. 

The board of Presiding Elders through their secretary presented various 
nominations, which were adopted. 

Rev. Hanson, representative of the Society of Friends, by permission 
addressed the Conference on the subject of peace. 

The following resolution presented by him wascn motion adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That this Conference will support any wise measure looking to the estab- 
lishment of an international tribunal ol arbitration for the adjustment of national difficul- 
ties in place of war. 

The following resolution w^as presented and unanimously adopted: 

We respectfully request thatthe Bishops who maif preside at our annual Confer- 
ences do not transfer to our Conference or appoint as Presiding Elder any person that 
indulges in the use of tobacco.

The Committee on Auditing Presiding Elder’s Accounts made their report, 
which was adopted, (see report “N.”) 

The business of the Conference being finishe<l, the Bishop, after a few^ 
earnest and fitting w’ords, read the appointments and Conference adjourned, 
when the Doxology wassiing, the Bishop pronouncing the Benediction.

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

No. 1. DAKOTA UNIVERSITY. 

The cornj)lieations connected with tlie proposed school of high grade at 
Mitchell have caused your committee much anxious deliberation. On the 
one hand there has been no fnltillment of the pledges understood to liav'e 
been made in 1883 by the citizens of Mitchell for the founding of said school. 
On the other hand no cor|)oi:ation representing the Conference and consti- 
tuted by its action has ever existed (;apable of receiving and managing prop- 
erty at Mitchell in the interests of higher education under Christian auspices. 
Out of these two facts have arisen innumerable difficulties and misapprehen- 
sions, which seem incapable of being overcome except by an entirely new 
departure. 

The following facts are well known both to the Conference and citizens 
of INIitchell. 

1. Two quarter sections of land south of the city of Mitchell, known as 
the Bowdle quarter sections, have been from the beginning named as part of 
the lands to be given for a nniversit}’. 

2. One of the quarter sections has been platted as the University addi- 
tion to the city of Mitchell, and lots have been sold or contracted for sale on 
said ])lat amounting in value to about $40,000, on which has been paid in cash, 
as it lias been represented, between $7,0fK) and $8,000. 

3. On the same quarter section a college building has been erected and 
brought so near completion that it is estimated that from $10,000 to $15,000 
will complete and furnish it throughout ready for college use. 

4. The debt already accrued on the building, together with the cost of 
the Bowdle quarter sections and interest thereon, is supposed to be some- 
where between $20,000 and $25,000. 

5. The deed of the Bowdle quarter sections has not as yet passed to any 
corporation, yet the college edifice has been thus far built by a corporation 
or corporations entirely independent of action by the mission. 

Your committee recommend that the Conference enter the following 
action and order: 

1. The conference deems it right and just that the present Board of Direc- 
tors of the Dakota University ai:d the citizens of Mitchell shall convey, free 
of debt and all other encumbrances whatsoever, to the representatives of 
Conference hereinafter provided for, the two quarter sections known as the 
Bowdle quarter sections, together with the college building completel}’^ fin- 
ished and furnished for college work, excepting, however, tliose lots on the 
University addition which have been already sold or contracted for sale. 

2. To receive and manage said property as a college or university under 
the patronage of the Dakota Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the Conference hereby selects the following persons, viz.: A. W. 
Adkinson, L. Bradford, A. M. Bowdle, C. B. Oark, W. H. H. Pliillips, R. N. 
Kratz, H. M. Springer, J. P. Ward, William Fielder, 0. S. Basford, Hiram 
Barber, jr., requesting them to secure an incorporation of themselves as a 
university, with articles of incorporation in substantial agreement with the 
form ot articles of incorporation herewith subjoined. 

3. I f the present Board of Directors of the Dakota University and the citi- 
zens of Mitchell meet the conditions above indicated and turn over the prop- 
erty ‘to the new incorporation at any time before the next session of the 
Dakota Conference, the Conference will put forth its best endeavors to secure 
students and endowment funds for the University, and to promote the largest 
possible success of its work. 
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4. Should it be found impracticable for the present Board of Directors 
of Dakota University and the citizens of Mitchell for any reiuson during tlje 
ensuing Conference year to meet the terms enjoined in the first section, then 
the Conference proposes to make provision for the founding of a college or 
university elsewiiere. 

ARTlCLES Of' INCOKPORATIO'N 'OF THE DAROTiV UNIVERSITY. 

« 

Know all men by these presents that we: A, B, C, D, E, F, etc., citizens 
of the territory of Dakota and of the United States, for ourselves and others 
connected with us, and our successors, do hereby associate ourselves to- 
gether and do hereby form and organize a corporation for educational pur- 
poses under and in accordance with provisions of part 8, title 2, chapter HI 
of the civil code of DaKota territory and its amendments, to have and to en- 
joy the rights and privileges conferred by said code and for such purposes we 
do make, propose and set forth the following 

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION: 

Article I. The name of this corporation shall be the Dakota Univer- 

sity 

Art. II. The object of this corporation shall be the establisliing of an 
institution of higli grade at Mitchell, Dakota, whose course of instruction 
shall become and be a full university course with academic and preparatory 
departments, also the establishing of auxiliaries and branches as shall be de- 
termined by the board of directors, in locations where suitable aid shall be 
afibrded for that purpose; the university and all its departments and branches 
to be under the control and management of the Methodist Episcopal church. 

Art. III. The term for which this corporation shall exist shall be per- 
petual. 

Art. IV. The number of the directors of this corporation shall be 
eleven, (11) two thirds, at least, of whom shall be ministers or members of 
the Methodist Episcopal churcli. 

They shall hold, control and manage all the interests of the university in 
harmony with the provisions of these articles and such by-laws as may be 
adopted under the same. 

The first board of directors shall be the following named persons:

who were chosen at a meeting held at Alitchell, Dakota territory, on the 

day of , A. D. 188..., as further appears by the affidavit of the officers 

conducting said election hereunto appended. 

At said election a majority of the members were present and voted and 
the directors so duly chosen, together with their places of residence, being 
as follows, viz: A. W. Adkinson, Huron, Beadle Co., Dak.; L. Bradford, 
Elk Point, Union Co., Dak.; A. Bowdle, C. B. Clark, R. N. Kratz, Hiram 
Barber jr., Mitchell, Davison Co., Dak.; W. H. H. Phillips, DeSmet, Kings- 
bury Co., Dak.;J. P. Ward, Bridgewater, Turner Co., Dak.; Henry M. 

Fielder, Huron, Beadle Co., 
Dak.; 0. S. Basford, Redfield, Spink Co., Dak. 

Art. V. To facilitate this design this corporation shall have power to 
establish in connection wdth this university, and at other eligible localities, 
such practicable, useful and necessar}'^ departments, branches and auxilaries 
as shall be decreed by this board and *as its interests and resources may justi- 
fy from time to time. 

Art. A’^I. In connection with the department of higher education here- 
by autliorized, in which professorships shall be established, are the follow ing: 

Classical Department, Embracing the usual four year’s college course, 
established in our best American colleges. 

Scientific Department, Including mathematics, physics, chemistry, bi- 
ology, botany, systematic zoolog\', paleontology, also English, French, Ger- 
man, and history, philosophy and political science. 
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Normal Department, Co-op€o-atlng, with the public tiigh school system 
of the territory, embracing the preparatory and collegiate normal courses. 

Prepaiutory Departme.n't, With the following courses: Latin, scientific 
modern literature and art, and scientific agricultural department, or depart- 
ment of industrial art applied to agriculture. 

Conservatory of Music, Embracing four courses, pianoforte, vocal, organ 
ami r)rchestral. 

Medicine, Jncluding surgery, with clinical advantages. 

Mechanics, Or school of technology. 

Commercial, Or business department. 

L.aw, Embracing the several branches of constitutional, international, 
maritime, commercial and criminal law, medical jurisprudence, and the juris- 
prudence of the United States, and will include such instruction in tlie com- 
mon law and equity pleadings, evidence and practice as will lay a substantial 
foundation for practice in all departments of law. 

Home Education, Or useful classified reading, embracing a liberal course 
of four years. Annual examinations shall be provided for, and the confer- 
ring of an appropriate degree upon such persons as shall have completed the 
course. 

Theology, Hebrew mental science, exegesis, theology and hi.story, ami 
such other studies as are usually taught in the best biblical institutes. 

Art. VII. This corporation shall have power to confer all the degrees 
usually conferred in the best universities and colleges and such others as they 
may desire to confer, to carry out the plans of this incorporation, or as tliey 
may provide for hereaiter in their by-laws. , 

Art. VIII. The principal office or place of business of the University 
shall be the city «>f Mitchell, Dakota Territory. 

Art. IX. The number and designation of professorships to be estab- 
lished are as follows: 

1. Professor of Moral Philosophy and Metaphysics. 

2. Professor of Natural Science. 

o. Professor of Ancient Languages and Literature. 

4. Profes.sor of Modern Languages and Literature. 

5. Professor of English Literature. 

(). Professor of ^Mathematics. 

7. Professor of Elocution. 

8. Professor of Theoretical Agriculture and Chemistry. 

9. Professor of Insirumental and V'ocal iMusic. 

10. Professor of Anatomy and Physiology. 

11. Professor of Civil Engineering and Militar}’ Art. 

12. Professor of Bookkeeping and Commercial Law. 

13. Professor of Jurisprudence. 

14. Professor of Theoretical and Practical Theology. 

Art. X. The members of this corporation shall be such persons not less 
than fifteen (15) asshall be elected tosuch membership by the Dakota Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, two-thirds (g) of whom at 
least shall be ministers or memhers of the Methodist Episcopal Churcli. 
These members shall be elected at the next session of said Conference. At 
the annual meeting of said members in June, A. D. 1887, the board of mem- 
bers shall be divided into tnree (3) as nearly equal classes as may be. The 
first class shall continue one year, the second class two 3 ',ears, and the third 
class three years, so that one class shall be chosen by the Conference every 
year. The terms of those chosen to fill vacancies shall expire with the classes 
in which the vacancies have severally occurred. 

Art. XI. By-laws shall be adopted in accordance with the provisions of 
the Civil Code of the Territory, as provided for in part 3, title 2, chap. 3. 

Art. XII. This corporation shall have the power to receive gifts, lega- 
cies and bequests of real and personal property.

Whereas, An additional year was granted by said Mission Conference 
within which to makegood said proposition, and 

Whereas, Your (committee find said projiosition isstill unfulfilled by said 
syndicate ami citizens. Therefore 

Resolved, That we do hereby disclaim all responsibility for the failure of 
the aforesaid enterprise, and th.it we here ami now abandon all attempts to 
found a University at Ordway. 

No. GARRETT BI B I JCA L INSTITUTE. 

There have been placed in the hands of your committee the animal cat- 
alogue and report of the trustees and society of Garrett Biblical institute, 
ami among the matters noted with sincere pleasure are these. 

1. The sound financial basis on which the institution rests. 

2. The large number of students in attendance. 

:i. Thoroughness of instruction. 

4. The jireparation of a special English course for the benefit of such 
students as are not so situated as to render a more extended course po.s- 
sible. 

5. That the graduates of the institute preach a living gospel, as attested 
by the large number of conv’ersions that have occurred under the ministry 
this year. 

We urge our young men, whether already in the ministry or about to 
enter it, if not already fully ecpiipped with a theological education, to plan 
for attendance upon Garrett Biblical institute for one or more years if at all 
practicable. 

That in accordance with the recommendation of the trustees and faculty, 
that we send official visitors to the ensuing anniversary exercises. Your 
committee would respectfully recommend the appointment of I. N. Pardee 
and L. Hartsough as such visitors. 

No. 4. CHILDREN’S DAAL 

A'our commiltee regard with profound gratitude the increased and in- 
creasing interest manifested in the cause of general education as represented 
by the observance of “Children’s Day.” 

That we regard the observance of the da}" as beneficial to the local 
church. 

That we recognize the necessity of binding our young Conference to the 
church at large as closely as possible by means of our connectiomd institu- 
tions, and we urge our members, wherever practicable, to obseiwe Children’s 
day according to the disciplinary ])lan. 

NO. 5. CONSTITUTION OF THE DAKOTA CONFERENCE BOARD OF 

EDUCATION. 

Article I. This board shall consist of such ])ersons as shall be chosen 
annually by the Co^Uerence for such purpose, not exceeding nine (b) in num- 
ber, wfiicb board shall be auxiliary to the board of education of the 
Methodist Episcopal chunrh. 

Art. II. The object of this board shall be to promote and encourage the 
educational work cf the clumm within the bounds of the Conference by all 
suitable means, and to receive and hold all moneys for general educational 
])ur])oses raised within and voted by said conference or domited to such 
board by the parent board and to expend the same as ordered by the Con- 
ference or as directed by the rules of the parent board. 
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In the ab.sence of siicli direction thi.s board shall expend the moneys in 
its discretion to aia persons from our bounds who are pursuing a course of 
study inany of the educational institutions of the church for tlie gospel min- 
istry in Siiid church. 

Art. III. The officers of this board shall be a president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer, who shall perform the duties usually pertaining to 
such offices, and shall be elected by the Conference annually. 

Art. IV. There shall be held annually at the seat of Conference and in 
connection with the same, a public anniversary meeting in the interest of 
Christian education, the same to be arranged for by the officers of this board 
in connection with the Committee on public worship.
